A group of 39 employees has officially 
purchased a Victoria television station for two 
dollars -- now, what could be a much more 
expensive task lies ahead.

The station's original owner put it on the block, 
in part, because it was losing about $12 million 
annually, and three years of effort couldn't stem 
the flow. CHEK has revised its programming 
since the sale was _ first announced in 
September and now airs seven hours of 
Canadian content daily, including locally- 
produced news.

After some testing at 6' off the 
ground | found the focal point and attached the 
4220 semi permanently. | was getting a 
whopping 25db gain over the 4220HD at the 
same height on WTTV-DT 48 which is about 20 
miles away. | think the 4220HD has about 4- 
6db over a simple dipole. So, that is about 30db 
gain over a dipole. | can get a decent signal on 
200 watt WREP-DT 15 at about 25 miles. 

Of course the big question is how to get it 
up 30' or more so | can use it. It's like putting a 
handle on an elephant.”

The FCC has stopped (in many cases) 
adding the -D or -LD or -CD suffix to digital 
LPTVs. I've done the same. You can 
assume any LPTV station in the listings 
above is digital, unless the listing appears in 
italics. 


The two Honolulu stations swapped callsigns 
and programming. A third Honolulu station, 
KHNL-35, is co-owned with KFVE. All three 
stations simulcast several newscasts. The 
FCC is investigating the arrangement. 


Just six months ago, TV handed back 
102MHz of spectrum (channels 52-69) to the 
government, for auction to wireless services. 
Now, proposals have been floated to transfer 
even more spectrum. 


An_ article in Broadcasting and Cable 
Magazine says after discussions with FCC 
Officials, the boards of the National 
Association of Broadcasters and_ the 


Association for Maximum Service Television 
discussed a variety of options for further 
“reclamation”. Options varied from no 
reclamation at all through a plan to transfer a 
large fraction of the remaining channels in 
return for broadcasters receiving a cut of the 
auction revenue. 


One rumor suggested stations were asked to 
accept a scheme where each station would 
receive enough bandwidth to broadcast a 
single standard-definition stream. 


IMHO any scheme to _ reclaim further 
spectrum would be hard-fought. 


Broadcasters will not give up their OTA 
signals unless they receive a guarantee in 
law that cable and satellite will be required to 
carry their channels. Low-power stations 
(and their rural defenders in Congress) will 
insist LPTV stations not currently covered by 
must-carry be added. (as otherwise, their 
service will simply vanish) Full-power stations 
will demand must-carry for all current 
subchannels, something they're already 
asking for without much success. 


(many subchannels are on cable but only as 
a result of retransmission-consent 
agreements) 


Cable will fight tooth-and-nail against any 
further must-carry requirements, especially 
those that will require carriage of channels 
not currently on the system. 


Viewers will chime in too. If the “nuclear 
option” ends OTA TV altogether, you're 
talking about 10% of the viewing audience 
being told they'll lose TV unless they pony up 
for $150/year or more for cable. The “one 
standard definition channel only” option will 
make HDTVs purchased by millions of OTA 
viewers useless. 


In the end what | suspect is that this is just an 
attempt to soften up opposition to the 
“whitespace devices” plans. 


The other not-strictly-technical bit of news this 
month are negotiations towards the sale of 
NBC. Reportedly cable operator Comcast is 
looking to buy 51% of the company. 


Comcast cannot keep most (all?) of the NBC 
owned-and-operated stations. Regulations 
don't allow the owner of a broadcast station to 
own a cable system serving the same 
community — or vice-versa. 


(there are some grandfathered situations, 
where the common ownership existed before 
the rule was enacted) 


The rumor has it Comcast would keep only 
the cable-only networks (CNBC, Bravo, etc.) 
and would spin off the OTA network and its 
affiliates to another owner.

The Southern 
California Association of Broadcasters objected, saying stations won't 
want to volunteer to be EAS coordinators if they are supervised so 
stringently. Instead, the FCC decided to admonish KWVE and asked it to 
submit a compliance report within 90 days. 
Fined $500 for failure to file for renewal in a timely manner 
Fined an individual $2,500 for operating an unlicensed radio transmitter on 
87.9 MHZ 
The FCC has cancelled a proposed $7,000 fine against former KDLS-1310 
(Perry) licensee Perry Broadcasting Company, but replaced it with a 
$187.50 penalty. The fine had been proposed for a late KDLS license 
renewal filing. Perry Broadcasting argued that it had, in fact, filed for 
license renewal in 2004, but failed to attach the filing fee and didn't realize 
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the problem until the license of KDLS-FM/105.5 was renewed, but KDLS' 
was not. Perry Broadcasting argued the KDLS license renewal application 
should have been returned as unprocessable (is that a word, hi). The FCC 
responded that the application was not returned because the error was not 
discovered within thirty days, and that the appropriate action in this case 
was a penalty equal to 25 percent of the filing fee, or $187.50. The stations 
are now owned by two separate companies.

NEWS ITEM: 

Richfield Electronics (China) Ltd. Has been fined $18,000 for marketing equipment that did not comply with the FCC's 
emission limits and labeling requirements. In March 2008, the Commission's Enforcement Bureau received a complaint 
alleging that the Whole House FM Transmitter (WH Transmitter) exceeded the emission limit of Section 15.239(b) of the Rules. 
Based on that complaint, the Bureau's Spectrum Enforcement Division initiated an investigation. As part of that investigation, 
the Commission's Office of Engineering and Technology tested the WH Transmitter, and confirmed that the WH Transmitter 
substantially exceeded the legal emission limits. The testing facility also observed that the WH Transmitter was not labeled 
with an FCC Identification number. Researching the above named product on the Richfield web site, | could find no mention 
of a "WH Transmitter", so they may have pulled the device from production and subsequently the shelves. 


NEWS ITEM: 

Those who want to file for a noncommercial FM construction permit under the recently announced window will have more 
time to prepare those documents. The Federal Communications Commission has moved the filing window to February. 

The FCC announced earlier that a filing window would open in December. However several non-profit groups — including the 
National Federation of Community Broadcasters, Native Public Media, Public Radio Capital, Prometheus Radio Project and 
others — told the agency that non-profit groups most likely to file for the 67 vacant non-reserved FM band frequencies are 
governed by boards that meet infrequently. The groups pressed the commission for more time to prepare applications for the 
vacant NCE FM allotments on Channels 221 through 300. The new application window opens February 19, 2010 and closes 
February 26, 2010.

KUAC Makes Unusual Digital Switch 


Alaska station goes from UHF to VHF 
By Glen Dickson -- Broadcasting & Cable, October 31, 2009 


After full-power broadcasters ceased analog 
operations on June 12 and settled into their 
final digital TV (DTV) assignments, one of the 
early findings was that stations with VHF 
channel assignments were experiencing far 
more reception problems than their UHF 
counterparts. 


Reception issues were particularly prevalent in 
Eastern cities like Philadelphia and New York, 
where the number of stations in close proximity 
meant that VHF stations had to curtail their 
power to avoid interference and were often left 
with signals unable to penetrate into apartment 
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buildings — for small indoor 


antennas.

The FCC has since granted power increases to 
a number of VHF stations, and let others 
switch their digital assignments to available 
slots in the UHF band. Raycom Media, for 
example, has switched WLOX, its Biloxi, Miss. 
station, from VHF to UHF operation, and plans 
to do the same at its Jackson, Miss., station, 
WLBT, next month. And WCPO Cincinnati 
wants to move from its current VHF Ch. 10 
assignment to UHF Ch. 22, even though the 
Scripps Television station has already received 
a power increase.

“We're still finding areas where the digital 
signal is not acceptable and is not being 
received at all,” says Mike Doback, VP of 
engineering for Scripps. 


But at least one station, KUAC Fairbanks, 
Alaska, decided to move in the other direction 
to solve its reception problems. The public 
broadcaster actually switched in late 
September from a DTV assignment on UHF 
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Ch. 24 to VHF Ch. 9, its previous analog home, 
undergoing a “rechannelization” process that 
required it to go off-air for six days. 


Using funds from a Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting grant, KUAC spent $1.1 million 
on a new Harris VHF transmitter and ERI 
transmission line and antenna, which were 
installed in a_ tightly coordinated process 
designed to take advantage of Alaska's brief 
window for weather conducive to tower work.

KNIFE-EDGE REFRACTION 


I've just returned from a 10 day trip that included over 1600 miles of driving from Seattle, WA to 
Pocatello, ID and back. While cruising on I-82 just north of Yakima, WA and tuning around the dial | 
had a brief fade up and top of the hour ID of 97.3 KZTQ Carson City / Reno,NV. | even caught part of 
it on camera video recording so | know | wasn't hearing things. It was in the middle of the day, sunny 
and dry as usual for that part of the country and now looking up the distance | see it's around 

520 miles. | never had any tropo like this when | lived in Boise and can't explain what it was. The 
signal was fairly strong and clear for almost a minute and was near a summit but only about 2400 ft 
there. It was too clean sounding for a meteor. Has anyone else ever noted distance like this while 
driving in rural mountainous areas? —Randy Zerr 


Yes. It was common to get El Paso at 400 miles from Tucson on Mt. Lemmon at 8500 feet. —Kevin 
Redding 


Sounds textbook perfect for Knife Edge Refraction - it requires a minimum of one LOS/clean path to 
an obstruction (read TALL mountain) from the transmitter and if only a single obstruction then a clean 
LOS path from the item to the receiving location. Think "prism" and light waves. Double knife edge 
(two aligned peaks) is less common but doable and 520 miles begins to sound like that. When you 
have the opportunity, locate topographical maps showing elevations, draw a straight line from the 
Carson City station's transmitter site to the location where you heard them and see what falls in 
between. Typically, the reception point will be relatively small in area - a few hundred feet long/wide is 
not unusual but it can be longer/wider depending upon the physical shape of the intervening obstacle. 
A number of British Columbia early day cable TV operators used knife edge to locate distant USA 
signals and | recall an article in the (old) TV Horizons reporting one chap who located such 

a reception point just off shore on a small lake - he built a dock, and filled the entire area with 10 
element yagis in a large box array. All things being equal, knife edge has virtually no fading 
associated with it if all of the LOS conditions are met; there was an entire issue of "The Proceedings 
of the IRE" devoted to the subject in the early-mid 50s as | recall - someplace around here but | am 
too lazy to look for it now! -Bob Cooper 


Thanks for the reply Bob and others. | suspected knife edge refraction but had little experience with it 
and figured the distances were not more than 300-400 miles. It would be interesting to see if anyone 
else drives that stretch of interstate roughly 10 miles north of Yakima if they too receive 97.3 KZTQ. 
Perhaps it is a "magical" location. -Randy Zerr 


When | attended Deep Springs College in the high desert of eastern California some 20 years 
ago, | puta RS FM yagi on the roof to see if | could get some FM in addition to the one and only local 
at the time, KIBS 100.7 from Bishop, CA. 

Turns out we were in a sweet spot for double knife-edge reception of stations using the Cuesta Peak 
transmitter site above San Luis Obispo, 250 miles or so away across two tall mountain ranges, the 
Sierra Nevadas and the White Mountains. 

We had regular, fade-free reception of about a half-dozen FMs, including KCBX 90.1, KSLY 96.1, 
KZOZ 101.3 and KIOQ (I think that was the call) on 104.5. KCBX was good enough, in fact, that | 
used it as the primary for a translator that covered the valley where the college is located. Don't 
bother looking for records of a license for K243xx...out there in the high desert, such formalities aren't 
always observed, and the statute of limitations has long since passed. 

(| wasn't alone - in the tiny Nevada town of Dyer, 30 miles away, where we got our mail, there was 
a translator of Reno's KUNR...and when | reported it to Bruce Elving, he wrote back to say he couldn't 
find any record of a license for that one, either... :) -Scott Fybush 


In fact from the mid 50s onward knife-edge (TV) translators were so common in the Rockies the FCC 
began a massive field effort to shut them down. As fast as they would climb an unfriendly peak and 
confiscate the gear a new one would appear. The Governor of Colorado at one point around 57-59 
actually had the legislature adopt a state law which made TV "boosters/translators" legal and he very 
publicly issued a well worded press warning to the FCC "Stay out of OUR state!". And they did - not 
that Colorado had the actual legal right to pass such a law that superseded federal authority. In early 
1961 the FCC caved in and began to license TV/FM boosters and translators - a subject covered in 
great detail in my old DXing and later TV Horizons magazines. In February 1961 my magazines 
sponsored a "TV Booster Conference" in Salt Lake City attended by several hundred including FCC 
guys who came to make peace with the "outlaws". A most interesting time!

The Fairbanks market never had a UHF station 
until stations began broadcasting DTV. So 
when KUAC began broadcasting DTV on Ch. 
24 in 2004, it didn't expect many viewers to 
have the proper UHF antenna required to 
receive the signal. The station also had a 
relatively low-power allocation for UHF of 79 
kilowatts ERP (effective radiated power), and 
actually went on-air at a licensed power of 69 
kW. Initial tests showed reception problems at 
a range of only 11 miles from the transmitter. 


But with roughly 28% of the market relying on 
over-the-air service instead of pay-TV, plenty 
of homes were already equipped with roof- 
mounted VHF antennas, particularly those 
residing in the “bush” communities on the 
fringes of the market. Fairbanks also doesn't 
have a lot of big apartment buildings with 
viewers relying on indoor antennas. More 
important, the power costs of running a higher- 
powered UHF transmitter weren't feasible for a 
public broadcaster like KUAC. 


So the station filed a request with the FCC 
several years ago to switch its DTV 
assignment to its old analog position at Ch. 9. 
While that request was granted, it was only at 
an effective radiated power of 3.2 kW, which 
KUAC feared would still result in coverage 
issues. So it subsequently asked the FCC to 
maximize its power to 30 kW. 


That request was granted in late March, but 
due to budget issues, scheduling with vendors 
and tower crews, and Alaska's harsh spring 
weather, KUAC wasn't able to launch DTV on 
Ch. 9 on June 12. The complaints from viewers 
forced to rely on Ch. 24 for service flooded in, 
as homes in the outer ranges of the Fairbanks 
market were unable to receive the DTV signal. 


“We had hundreds of calls,” says KUAC 
Director of Engineering Keith Martin. “We knew 
it was going to happen, but there was nothing 
we could do about it. We had everything in the 
works to fix it, but the timing was pushed out to 
September.” 


So KUAC worked with Harris, its prime 
contractor on the project, to get the work done 
before the long Alaskan winter set in and with 
minimum interruption to on-air operations. 
Besides installing a new transmitter, antenna 
and transmission line, the tower's foundation 
had to be reinforced, and new guy wires and 
guy piers installed. The bulk of the work was 
done in a week, between Sept. 13 and 20, and 
the station was off-air from Sept. 14 to 20. 
Luckily, the weather cooperated. 
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“The week we had was in the 50s, so it was 
perfect,” says Nathan Smith, program manager 
of transmission for Harris. 


KUAC did heavy community outreach to alert 
viewers, including ads in local newspapers and 
e-mail blasts, and a follow-up round reminding 
them to rescan their converter boxes or digital 
TVs to find the station on Ch. 9. Although 
KUAC had planned to be off-air until Sept. 23, 
it resumed operations part-time three days 
earlier, and soon started receiving phone calls 
from happy viewers. 


As Martin puts it: “The impact was immediate.” 


KUAC’s UHF-to-VHF success story is certainly 
unusual, says John Howell, manager of 
installations for Harris. The company is 
currently working with about 150 stations to 
improve their DTV coverage, says Howell, but 
most of them are looking to maximize their 
power, including several VHF stations in the 
Plains states. Those stations looking to switch 
assignments are “predominantly going from 
VHF to UHF,” says Howell. 


According to the FCC, of the 79 full power 
television stations requesting a channel 
substitution, 22 stations asked to change their 
channel allotments from a VHF to a UHF 
channel. Less than 10 went from UHF to VHF. 


The problems suffered by high-V stations like 
WCPO Cincinnati are somewhat ironic, says 
Scripps’ Doback, as several years ago stations 
with a high-V assignment thought they would 
“be in heaven” because of the expected 
combination of good signal propagation and 
low power costs. 


“It's only now that we’ve found out the planning 
factors were probably wrong in terms of how 
much power you need to replicate analog 
service,” says Doback. 


Raycom’s VHF reception problems in Biloxi 
and Jackson were primarily due to adjacent- 
market, co-channel interference issues that 
prevented the stations from broadcasting at a 
high enough power to replicate analog 
coverage, says Chief Technology Officer Dave 
Folsom. 


“It’s not an indictment of VHF,” says Folsom. 
“There’s nothing inherently wrong with VHF. 
It’s just easier to have interference, because it 
goes out further.” 
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
